“Safe, decent and affordable 
housing, quality education, better 
health care and improved public 
safety” are the most pressing issues 
thatneed to be addressed, “now, not 
at some future date,” James said. 

Stressing local governments 
face severe financial hardships like 
thecity’s estimated $41 million gap 
in 1992, James said federal and state 
mandates have escalated the cost of 
running local government but were 
not accompanied by funds to cover 
the'costs. me 


In order to meet the new costs. 
Newark has been forced to put a 
freeze on unnecessary municipal 
expenditures, job hires, lay-off of 
more than 200 municipal employ- 
ees, andinitiateda 15 percentacross 
the board cut in each department 
and agency. 

Noting the presence of Newark 
schools superintendent Eugene 
Campbell in the audience, themayor 
pointed out “Once again we have 
asked the Newark Board of Educa- 
tion to become fiscally accountable 
in the expenditure of school funds. 
For too long there has been no cor- 
relation between increased spend- 
ing and increased learning.” He sug- 
gested a consolidation of school 
facilities to reflect the decrease in 
Newark school enrollment from 
80,000 in 1970 to the currentenroll- 
ment “of about 45,000.” 

On a more optimistic note the 
mayor praised East Ward council- 
man Henry Martinez for his leader- 
ship in bringing a 10-plex theater 
back to Newark and said he is look- 
ing forward to a joint project with 
Essex County that will produce a 
roller skating rink in Branch Brook 
Park. “History teaches us that we 
will either recreate or incarcerate 
our children,” he warned. 

Alluding to Newark’s much 
vaunted “renaissance,” James said 
despite the national recession, pri-
